Dear SV, VGP was at that event and was pleased to see 6 
candidates speak from the stage at Diamonz. It’s funny how 
many of the candidates don’t seem to get that when they are 
invited to speak in a GLBT forum, they really should mention 
GLBT issues, at least for a little while, before they hit the 
standard, “I’m anti-crime and pro-economic development” 
refrain. These candidates sung that refrain, then answered 
questions from the floor. 

The excellent news is that Anthony Rybak (D) who is running for 
Mayor of Bethlehem, and Michelle Lawson, Dave Sanders, and 
Bill Fitzpatrick who are all running for Bethlehem City Council all 
said they would introduce an anti-discrimination ordinance and 
they would support domestic partner benefits for the employees 
of the City. Council candidate Jim Follweller could not attend 
because he was in Afghanistan in the military, his wife spoke on 
his behalf, but she said she couldn’t answer any questions on 
Follweller’s stand on equal rights. John Rybak, who is running 
for Judge of the Court of Common Pleas spoke supportively, 
though judge candidates had not been contacted for this event.

TAKE THE FIRST STEP

Dear Denise, Recently, my partner, our children and I were in a 
very bad auto accident. My partner was driving and my brand 
new 2005 Toyota Sienna van was totaled. As it stands, I have 
had a very difficult time with my insurance company. Is there 
some advice you can offer to prevent others from winding up in 
the same situation? These costs have been extremely high, not 
to mention it has grossly affected our financial plans for the 
future. It has wiped out our kids' college education funds. With 
only one of us working and the other taking care of our children, 
this is having a huge impact. And, did I mention that the other 
driver was underinsured? Signed, Been there and not liking it! 
Dear Been there, The number of persons without automobile 
insurance, even in compulsory states is estimated to be 5 to 
30%. There is no perfect mechanism to prevent an uninsured, 
or even unlicensed, driver from getting behind the wheel. The 
minimum amount of automobile insurance is only up to $25,000 
for any injured person. A note of caution, if you allow your partner 
to drive your vehicle, the primary insurance provider will be the 
driver’s coverage. Therefore, be sure you understand your 
partner’s policy choices. She may have a different philosophy 
than yours. 

Personal auto policies include 4 parts: Part A-Liability 
Coverage, Part B-Medical Payments Coverage, Part C- 
Uninsured Motorist Coverage, Part D-Coverage for Damage to 
Your Auto. When you obtain a new vehicle, Parts A, B and C will 
automatically become part of your new policy. Part D will not 
become effective in the first 14 days of purchase, if you have not 
notified the insurance company and specifically ask to have Part 
D coverage applied, immediately. Lack of coverage for 14 days 
on your new vehicle can be a huge liability. Also note that your 
personal auto policy will apply only to accidents and losses that 
occur in the United States, its territories or possessions or in 
Canada. 

Unfortunately, you have no control over uninsured or 
underinsured individuals who might cross your path. The best 
that you can do is take care of your own coverage by having a 
thorough conversation with your Auto/Home insurance agent 
and be sure to explain your specific needs and concerns.

ALLENTOWN'S ANTI-DISCRIMINATION 
ORDINANCE-THE LATEST UPDATE 

Recap: Allentown passed the inclusion of sexual orientation and 
gender identity to the City’s ordinance in 2002. It was challenged 
by an anti-gay petition for referendum, which was unsuccessful. 

In 2003 the Arizona anti-gay group Focus on the Family’s 
lawyer from Lancaster brought a suit against Allentown to try to 
overturn the law - saying that cities in PA should not be able to 
have anti-discrimination laws that go farther than the PA State law 
does. The case was argued and we had excellent lawyers on our 
team working for the City. However, the Judge (Allan Black) 
himself found an obscure State law that could be interpreted to 
say that “Home Rule" cities must not allow their city councils to 
make laws that regulate businesses. 

Judge Black did find that it was OK to have anti-discrimination 
laws that went farther than the State. So Harrisburg, which was a 
party to this case, and is not a Home Rule City, could keep its law. 
But since Allentown is Home Rule, Allentown’s ordinance was 
struck down by the lowest court. 

Allentown appealed the case. While under appeal the 
protections of the ordinance stay in effect. It was just heard by the 
Appeals Court in April and a decision will be made at this court 
level soon. Since the first court case, the State Supreme Court 
has decided in favor of the City of Philadelphia having a far 
reaching Domestic Partner rule, which may help to support 
Allentown’s rights. We hope for a favorable ruling at this court 
level, but regardless of the decision, the case will probably be 
appealed all the way to the State Supreme Court.

The Valley Gay Press is a 501 c3 organization and 
as such we can’t endorse any candidates. However, 
we can give you educational information. So here it is. 

I interviewed five of the six candidates for Allentown 
Mayor running in this month’s May 17 primary. Only Republican 
candidate David Bausch, who as an Allentown City Councilman 
voted against the inclusion of sexual orientation and gender identity 
to the city’s anti-discrimination ordinance and who signed a petition 
supporting a referendum to repeal the anti-discriminationordinance 
after it was passed, did not respond to our call. Candidate Nathan 
Woodring was interviewed over the phone, the rest were 
interviewed in person. Sincere thanks to each of these candidates 
for his or her time, in addressingthese issues. 

As the Valley Gay Press deals specifically with the GLBTA 
community, I asked each candidate a series of questions on Gay, 
Lesbian, Bisexual and Transgender Civil Rights issues. While I 
recognize that other city issues are very important, information on 
the candidates’ views on those issues can be found in other media 
and news sources. 

The first thing I asked each candidate was if they were familiar 
with Allentown’s Anti-Discrimination Ordinance and what it does. 
(Protects people from discrimination in employment, housing and 
public accommodation based on a series of “protected classes” that 
includes sexual orientation and gender identity.) Then I asked if 
each candidate was familiar with Allentown’s efforts to defend the 
ordinance in the courts. (See page 6 for information on the court 
case.) Unfortunately none of the candidates knew much about 
either the ordinance or the court case. This kind of surprised me 
because I had tried to make it clear to them all before the interview 
that I would be specifically asking them aboutthose things. 

During each interview I gave the candidates extensive information 
about GLBT rights issues in the city. I covered the ordinance and the 
court case, and also what the Human Relations Commission does, 
how the Allentown Charter protects GLBT city employees, why 
domestic partner benefits do not cost an employer extra money, and 
how companies determine who gets those benefits. I even covered 
what “gender identity” means. If the candidates asked me questions 
about GLBT rights, I tried to answerthem fully. 

While there were some differences between the candidates, it was 
good to hear that each candidate supports the Allentown Anti- 
Discrimination Ordinance and would continue the fight for it in the 
courts. It was cool that half of the candidates have openly GLBT 
people working on their campaigns. 

Please take this information, and information that comes to you 
from PA-GALA, and other sources and vote in the Primary on May 
17. PA-GALA will be having a party on May 5 (see page 1 for 
details). Candidates will be there, you’ll be able to ask them 
questionsaboutyourconcerns. 

Remember that Primary elections throughout the Lehigh Valley 
are often very close. Four years ago, the Democrat Mayoral Primary 
was won by 46 votes, eight years ago that same primary was won by 
just one vote. PA-GALA lists nearly 1000 voters in Allentown alone. 
Our votes can swing this election. Make a careful and educated

Finding the right professional and personal I 
service providers is complicated. You need a | 
doctor, a dentist, an accountant, an attorney, [ 
and perhaps topping the list, someone to cut| 
your hair perfectly. It isn’t easy to find these 
people because we each have our own personal criteria that 
defines what good service is. When you are gay, lesbian, 
bisexual or transsexual your criteria necessarily become 
more complex, and I don’t just mean the hair cutting part. 
It’s risky to trust your health care or your legal representation 
to a person who doesn't have knowledge and experience 
with GLBT health and legal issues. You shouldn’t assume 
the OB/GYN doctor recommended to you by your straight 
friend, will necessarily be right for a lesbian wanting to start a 
family, or that the attorney your brother used for his estate 
planning will be able to do the right thing for two gay men in a 
long term relationship. But how can a GLBT person even find 
out before hand if a service provider is GLBT-friendly much 
less GLBT knowledgeable? The yellow pages just don’t 
seem to have that information. Where does someone even 
start? For those of us who have GLBT-friendly and 
knowledgeable providers, finding these providers has been 
a long process of trial and sometimes error. 

Pennsylvania Diversity Network (PDN) is developing a list 
of GLBT friendly resources on its web site. A particular 
strength of the directory is the list of professionals who were 
recommended by GLBT persons who are out to those 
professionals and who have found them to be GLBT-friendly 
and knowledgeable. PDN is working to check the resources 
that have been recommended, by contacting the resources 
and asking them a few general pro-GLBT questions. 
Recommended providers who are confirmed by PDN are 
listed as PA Diversity Verified GLBT-Friendly on the PDN 
web site. This is not a certification of a particular provider’s 
skill, rather it is a label to identify those individuals and 
businesses recommended by out GLBT people in the 
community who were satisfied consumers. If you are 
looking for a GLBT friendly service provider, log on to the 
PDN web site and click on resources. Or, if you have a good 
doctor or lawyer, or other service provider that you are out to, 
and who you feel has demonstrated they are GLBT-friendly 
and knowledgeable, PDN would like you to help us expand 
this resource list by recommending those professionals and 
service providers. 

Go to the PDN web site at <www.padiversity.org>. Click on 
Resources . To recommend your doctor, lawyer, therapist 
etc. go to the bottom of the alphabetical list of resources and 
click on help make our community healthier. You can even 
recommend your own business if you feel it fits the GLBT- 
friendly criteria. 

On the other side of the coin, the Greater Lehigh Valley 
GLBT Infoline, (610-HELP-123), PDN’s call in helpline for 
GLBT people, provides referrals to GLBT callers in the 
community. Volunteers are needed for a few hours at a time 
on a regular basis to answer calls from people who need 
information about our community and its resources. The line 
can be forwarded to your own phone. PDN provides training 
for Infoline volunteers. To volunteer, or for more information, 
contact PDN at 610-432-5449.
